"help" (note small letters!) says that "you can't add data to a CD once it 
has been 'closed'", or "set so that it can be read by ANY CD ROM drive." 
Unfortunately, their manual says you can, the software says you can, and 
_sometimes_ you can! But not always ... 


My answer has been to just leave the CD's I write to "open" until they are 
full, and then close them. You can read them even if they are still "open", 
as long as you have some small program that is loaded with the Adaptec 
software and is available from their website. This small program can be 
loaded on to a machine without a R-W drive to enable you to read "open" CDs 


as well. 


If you get a better answer, please let me know! It doesn't affect me any 
more, but I'd like to know anyway...

Absolutely CD-R and CD R/W discs are different. Also different still are 
the commercial music discs you are referring to. Errors in a music CD are 
not likely to be noticeable unless they cause the laser to mistrack. A data 
CD is a different animal, where a single dropped bit can be catastrophic.

The original article is linked, but it is in Dutch! Not my first, second 
or even third language! :-) I haven't researched it further, but the 


subject in certainly interesting. 


We often get into discussions of "forever" storage, but usually get hung up 
on if there will be readers available 100 years or even 20 years from now.

have to keep transferring important data such as BA schematics from media to 
media as they come and go.

Reading some of the suggestions I began to remember one of my old careers. 

Auto Tune-up mechanic. 

Auto ignitions in those days were comprised of a coil, points and condenser ( 
auto speak). In a six cylinder engine turning 1000 rpm the distributer was 
spinning at half speed, 500 rpm but with six lobes opening and closeing the 
points, the points were opening at a rate of 3000 times a minute. The job of the 
condenser was to squelch the arc across the points the keep them from pitting 

or burning. These parts usually lasted 10,000 to 15,000 under normal 
circumstances. 


Therefore I suggest you connect a .1 mfd capacitor across the terminals to 
quench the arc that may be present. WVD should be around 500 for best results.
